W ERE WONDERFUL FORTRESSES. 
London, Aug. 2 5 (Mo nday afterno o n)—The o fficial ino frmatio n 
bureau say s: 
44It is anno unced that Namur has fallen.” 
The fortifications at N am ur and Liege formed the finest ex amples o f the wo rk o f 
the famous Belgian military engineer, General 
Brialmo nt, who se reputatio n was 
world-wide. 


The forts at Nam ur were nine in number, and each fort was 
pro tected by eight 
steel domes and powerful disappearing guns. Namur is the capital of 
the pro v ince, 
and is ?A miles southeast of Brussels. 
It is not definitely known whether the announcement 
i the 
fall o f Namur refers 
to the town or the forts, or both. 


MAY SEE GERMANS NEAR PARIS. 
Commenting on the fall of Namur, the London Times says, “That Namur sho uld 
have fallen in two days will require a great deal of explanation.” 
The News says: “The news today is decicedly had for the 
allies. The lo sses hav e 
been heavy and we may yet see before long the Germans 
marching in earnest upo n 
Baris.” 


“The Nam ur fortresses were of great strength and the defenders co uld hav e 
probably held out for months. 
“The fact that in a reallly first class battle the French, 
o ccupy ing a secluded po ­ 
sition of similar strength, were driven out by the Germans 
after no t mo re than two 
days’ battle, speaks volumes for the power 
o f the German attack.” 
CONCENTRIC ADVANCE ON PARIS PROBABLE. 
Washington, I). C., Aug. 25—The German embassy today received a 
wireless say 
ing that a concentric advance of all of the German armies toward Paris pro bable and 
adds: “The Germans defeated the French in a battle lasting from Aug. 
1 7 to Aug. 2 1 . 


Numerous ensigns, 150 guns, and 10,000 prisoners were captured 
at Lunev ilie, when 
that city was taken, and the army of Gen. Joffre is broken up and 
is no mo re capable 
of action. 
“The Crown Prince’s arm y chased the French west of 
Lo ngway , and the Duke 
of W uertemberg’s army crossed the River Semoi and completely 
crushed the French 
army, taking numerous guns and prisoners, several generals 
being captured.” 
THIRTY THOUSAND GERMANS NEAR ANTWERP. 
London, Aug. 25—A London Times dispatch says that thirty tho usand Ger-mans 
are attacking Malinta, Belgium, thirteen miles southwest of Antwerp.
